SEC. 30236. STUDY ON ECONOMIC DEFENSE COALITION 1

WITH ALLIED AND PARTNER NATIONS. 2

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of State, in con-3

sultation with the Secretary of Treasury, shall submit to 4

the Committee on Foreign Affairs of the House of Rep-5

resentatives and the Committee on Foreign Relations of 6

the Senate a study the feasibility of establishing an eco-7

nomic defense coalition with allied and partner nations to 8

provide mutual support in response to coercive economic 9

actions from third countries, including— 10

(1) aid or technical assistance to report World 11

Trade Organization violations; 12

(2) commitments not to take advantage of the 13

market share opened up by such actions; and 14

(3) sanctions against such third countries or 15

other malign actors in response to such actions. 16

(b) FORMAT.—The study required under subsection 17

(a) shall be submitted in unclassified form but may con-18

tain a classified annex if necessary. 19

  30236. Study on economic defense coalition with allied and partner nations
  (a) In general The Secretary of State, in consultation with the Secretary of Treasury, shall submit to the Committee on Foreign Affairs of the House of Representatives and the Committee on Foreign Relations of the Senate a study the feasibility of establishing an economic defense coalition with allied and partner nations to provide mutual support in response to coercive economic actions from third countries, including— 
  (1) aid or technical assistance to report World Trade Organization violations; 
  (2) commitments not to take advantage of the market share opened up by such actions; and  
  (3) sanctions against such third countries or other malign actors in response to such actions.
  (b) Format The study required under subsection (a) shall be submitted in unclassified form but may contain a classified annex if necessary.
